He said the committee 
had done all in its power to expedite 
handling of the bi und he fespect- 
fully.urged that the house not censur¢ 
committee members when they had 
worked so zealously. 

Representative Culpepper, of Fay- 
ette, joined with Chairman Jo: in | 
arguing against the motion, and de- 
clared its passage would be a ‘enstre 
of a committee that had done its very 
best. 
Representative Milner, speaking last 
in debate, declared it was no purpose 
of him or the opposition to r. ‘lect on 
the chairman of the amendments com- 
mittee. “The senate is marking time, 
waiting for us, and we have two little 
bills on our calendar.

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TO IMPEACH JUDGE 


Washington, March 9.—(4)—The 
house judiciary committee, by a vote 
of 14 to 6, today recommended im- 
peachment proceedings against Fed- 
eral Judge George W. English of the 
eastern Illinois district. 

The resolution called for his indict- 
ment on charges of “high misde- 
meanors in office.” Details of the 
charges were not specified, but the 
evidence before the committee alleged 
manipulation of bankruptcy proceed- 
ings and usurpation of power over 
state officials. ) 

The house is expected to act upon 
the committee’s recommendation with- 
in 10 days. It must uphold or reject 
the accusations. If rejected, the pro- 
ceedings end; if upheld, the senate, 
immediately upon receiving a report 
of the house’s action, must set a date 
to sit as a court of impeachment. A 
two-thirds vote is necessary for con- 
viction and the extreme penalty is 
removal from office. 

A subcommittee, cornposed of Rep- 
resentatives Hersey of Maine, and 
Stobbs of Massachusetts, republicans, 
and Montague of Virginia, democrat, 
was appointed to draft the articles 
of impeachment, which will be the 
charges upon which the jurist will be 
tried in the senate if the house ap- 
proves the committee’s action.

Illustrative of the benefits of the 
power reserve made possible by the 
merger, Mr. Atkinson stated that, 
thanks to Muscle Shoals, the Georgia 
Railway & Power company was able 
to secure in the 1925 drouth a total 
of 121,000,000 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity from Alabama. 

Mr. Atkinson declared that he con- 
sented to the merger upon receiving 
definite assurance that the Georgia 
Railway & Power company would con- 
tinue as an ‘independent operating 
unit having its own policies, 

Electrification of farms he described

Expansion of Lines. 


Mr. Atkinson told how the power 
company is continually extending its 
lines to new sections and of plans 
looking toward the electrification of 
rural communities. 

“Tl desire to take part in making 
electric service universal throughout 
Georgia,” he said, “and hope that 
soon it will be available for all farms 
in the state. Electricity on the farms 
will turn agriculture from a_ losing 
business to a profitable pursuit as it 
has done in industry.

On Expulsions 


Given Mexico 


Washington, March 9.—(/)—Merxi- 
co's new policy governing religious 
teachings has brought forth a note 
from Ambassador Sheffield to the 
Mexican foreign office insisting that 
American churchmen should not be 
made to suffe: unduly from its opera- 
tions. 

The note was prepared by the am- 
bassador after he had received in- 
structions from the state department 
as to the American attitude and ad-

The threatened arrest in Vera Cruz 
state of the Rev. F. J. Krill, an 
American Catholic priest, was the im- 
mediate case taken up by Ambassador 
Sheffield and he reported that it had 
been “satisfactorily settled,”  al- 
though the nature of the settlement 
was not disclosed. It was indicated 
that authorities of Jalapa were in- 
clined to allow the priest to remain in 
Mexico. 

The ambassador's purpose in pre- 
senting a‘note to the Mexican govern- 
ment was largely to put the Wash- 
ington government on record. The 
document is believed to concede Mexi- 
co's right to expel churchmen, but at

‘lief that American citizens in Mexi- 


eco, whether churchmen or not, have 
the right to expect full consideration 
and to be given ample time to pre- 
pare to leave.

I am for soap, good 
soap, Lowe‘ soap, unpretentious soap, 
and plenty of it. If 1 were king—and 


a fat chance I’v_ got to be crowned 
now, save in the soft drink parlor 
seuce—I'd promulgate a law to make 
the use of soap compulsory for a lot 
of people who don't use half enough 
of it now. That’s what I think of 
soap. Under my sovereignty [ fancy 
about three-fourths of the more pre- 
tentious hash depots, hot dog stands, 
cabarets and lobster palaces would 
have to close their doors or else lay 
in large stocks of soap.

Peking, March ‘i—Fear _ that 
Peking, within the next few days, may 
be eut off entirely from communica- 
tion with the outside world has caused 
serious concern in the foreign lega- 
tions here. 

With all of the railways in North 
China short of coal, the Peking-Tien- 
Tsin line reporting only a two-day 
supply on hand, and with the River 
Peiho mined by the Chinese, it is 
felt that action by the powers may 
be necessary soon. 

The baitle outside Peking continues. 
The army of Feng Yu-Hsiang in Tien- 
Tsin has warned all vessels attempt- 
ing to enter Tien-Tsin harbor through 
Taku bay that they will be fired 
upon. This step has been taken to 
prevent any Chinese ships landing 
men who would attack Feng’s sol- 
diers. 

Reports from Tien-Tsin say that a 
Norwegian vessel which attempted to 
run this blockade was shelled by the 
forts on shore. Thus far no soldiers 
the Chinese ships have _been 
able to land. 

South of Peking the battle continues 
between the forces of Feng and his 
rivals, Generals Li Ching-Ling and 
Wu Pei-Fu. From the north General 
Chang Tso-Lin’s soldiers are expected 
to engage any day in a combined at- 
tack against Feng. Peking is near 
the center of the fighting area.

Sam Tate, president of the Georgia 
Marble company, in his address be- 
fore the senior class of the Georgia 
School of Technology at noon Tues- 
day. His address was one of a se- 
ries of lectures delivered before the 
senior class by captains of industry 
in the south. 

In introducing Colonel Tate, Dr. 
M. I.. Brittain, president of Tech, told 
the boys that he wanted them to 
know the man who was making 
Georgia famous throughout the world 
by quarrying and sale of Georgia mar- 
ble. Tle urged that before gradua- 
tion the boys visit this wonderful 
quarry, which is second in the pro- 
duetion of marble in the United 
States. Dr. Brittain called attention 
to the fact that many of the most 
famous buildings and statues in this 
country and Canada were of Georgia 
marbte, 

Colonel Tate addressed the class in 
an informal manner, begiraning with 
the statement that in 11 years Geor- 
gia anarble would celebrate its one 
hundredth anniversary, as the first 
producer of Georgia marble was Will- 
iam Fitzgerald. who -first quarried 
this stone in 1835. He told of the 
fact that his own grandfather, who 
moved to Tate shortly thereafter, 
transported tombstones by six-mule 
team overland to Philadelphia. 

It was not until 1883, when a mar- 
row-gauge road was built from At- 
lanta to Tate, that Georgia marble 
was quarried in commercial quan- 
tities. Now. he said, production had 
so inereased that approximately a 
million cubie feet per year were be- 
ing taken from the ground. 

Colonel Tate stated that only re- 
cently he signed a contract to deliver 
an half-million cubie feet of Georgia 
marble in 15. months, which is quick- 
er than any other marble quarry i 
the country could produce. He 
called attention to the fact that 
Georgia marble is of a erystalline for- 
mation, with interlocking crystals 
which make it almost impervious to 
moisture. This is the true test of 
the durability of any stone, he said, 
adding that Georgia marble formation 
is identical with the famous marble 
used in construction of the Taj Mahal 
at Agra. India. 

Mr. Tate said that Mississippi A. | 
& M. college sends classes in geology | 
to the quarries at Tate to study the; 
Georgia marble deposit which Les in| 
the valley at Tate for a distance of | 
from five to sevea miles in length,;

The average daily movement of all pbs, pra in October was 
32.2 miles, which exceeded by one and one- miles the previous 
high record. 

Loading of merchandise and miscellaneous freight, including 
less-than-carload-lot freight, during the year was the test on 
record, exceeding by more two million cars the record of one 


year ago. 

The load of frei train, for the month of August, 
was 796 tons, the whorl ice nes being an increase of 
tons over the previous record, made in October, 1924.

commission, which would” guarantee 
the farmers a minimum pfice on cot- 
ton, sugar, wheat, corn, butter and 
wool. These prices would be “changed 
up and down each year to influence 
more or less production of a given 
crop as the demand or lack of demand 
may make advisable.” ‘The commis- 
sion would buy any surplus and dis- 
of it or store it, but Mr. Mere- 
dith explained that the purpose of 
the plan was te prevent surpluses by 
stabilizing agriculture through supply 
and demand and incentive. 

To bear the expenses of possible 
losses in the minimum price guaran- 
tee, or in handling the surplus, an 
excise tax of one half of.one per cent 
of thé estimated value of each crop 
annually would be assessed against 
the farmers.

Losses arising from fires, storms, 


shipwreck, “or other casualty,” or 
from theft, whether or not connected 
with a taxpayer’s business, may be de- 
ducted from gross income in his 1925 
income tax return.
